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Confessions of a Casual Contester 
From the shack of DavidVE4DL 


I am not now, nor ever have been, a Contester. I don't 
see myself becoming a Contester either, if one defines 

the term to include round-the-clock operations, intra- 
venous fluids and diapers, and frequent relays of cold, 
one-hand meals. Not my thing, at all. BUT 


Well, that's exciting! Two certificates to hang on the 
wall this month. First in the mail, and totally unex- 
pected, was an award from RAC for the 2019 Winter 
Contest. Apparently I beat out all contenders in Mani- 
toba for my category. (Maybe I was the only one in the 
running???) So that one's destined for the wall. And 
then 2 weeks later, I realized I'd made QSOs with over 
a hundred different SkéCC members over the last few 
years, so I submitted my log and presto — I'm a Centu- 
rion (whatever that is.) More wallpaper. It's pretty sil- 
ly, really, but fun, nonetheless. 


This week I'm trying to work the ARRL School Club 
Round-up. I do this every year, it's a no-pressure exer- 
cise that flexes flabby contest skills. This year has been 
tough, only one school a day so far, phone or CW. Not 
trying digital modes, there are too many possibilities to 
cover. I am using new logging software for it - ACLog - 
and so far I like it a lot. I may review it at a later time 
when I have more experience with it. 


I had a good time in CQ World Wide SSB last week- 
end, put about 7% hours in over the 3 days. Last year I 
worked mostly Europe. This year it was mostly Latin 
America and Oceania. Different rig, different antenna, 
different ionosphere. Still using N1MM-+ to log con- 
tests, but I'm going to try the N3FJP log for Sweep- 
stakes next month, see how I like it. The SCR logger 
was dead easy. 


Continental Africa continues to elude me, but I picked 
up the Azores and Canaries. 


Japan! Finally on SSB. Have one JA in CW logged too. 
Things are looking up to the west. I have a friend in 
Osaka, he's limited to 20W and a wire. Maybe by next 
year?? 


I was heard CW on 20m in New Zealand last week, 
that's promising. 


I've been neglecting my paddles and CW Academy dif- 
ficult character exercises again. Having too much fun 
with the straight key, but I have to force myself back to 
daily practice if I ever hope to improve. 


I spent tonight going through my log, now that I have it 
running in new software and everything from every- 
where combined, removing duplicates. Found about 
130 since 2015, which is not bad. Most are obviously 
from combining multiple logs various ways and times. 
Some singles that didn't belong, that were “auto-save 
on close” errors. Gave me a chance to look back at 
what I've been up to. 
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I heard this week of the passing of K6ELQ, who is my 
first SKCC number in the log. I'd worked him a total 
of 6 times over the years, it seems. RIP Tony. I logged 
555 QSO between Jan 2015 and Jan 2019 as VE4DLA. 
From March of that year 'til now I've added 1240 as 
VE4DL. See? A shorter call equals more QSOs. Just 
stands to reason, don't it? 


I've been running several logging apps for various pur- 
poses. SKCC Logger for, you know, SKCC contacts 
and contests. Fldigi for most digital modes. JS8Call for 
JS8 work. QRZ and eQSL. Now, all but the SKCC log- 
ger automatically update to eQSL and LoTW and 
ACLog, which is my new master log. I also run 
N1MM+ for contesting, and have to manually upload 
that after each contest. (That reminds me, back in a 
second.) There, done. QRZ.com was my first computer 
log - I started with and still maintain a paper log. I 
added eQSL when I discovered I like QSL cards, but 
few people send them anymore (I do. Don't you?) Cary 
VE4EA got me to add NIMM+ when he started me 
down the contest road. That's when I signed up with 
Log of the World, too. It's like phylogeny — first there's 
a few stumbling, weird experiments, then explosive 
diversification, followed by long, slow selection win- 
nowing the field to a few fit survivors. 


But it isn't contesting. Nope. Not at all.

Hall of Fame is pleased to announce that Maurice- 
André Vigneault, VE3VIG and Doug Leach, VE3XK 
(SK), have been named to the Hall of Fame. 


Radio Amateurs of Canada recognizes deserving Ama- 
teurs by appointments to the Canadian Amateur Radio 
Hall of Fame. The Constitution for the Hall specifies 
that the appointment as Member of the Hall is made 
for “outstanding achievement and excellence of the 
highest degree, for serious and sustained service to Am- 
ateur Radio in Canada, or to Amateur Radio at large”. 


The Trustees of the Hall have interpreted the Constitu- 
tion to mean that the person has performed significant 
service over many years to enhance the well-being of 
Amateur Radio. 


Maurice-André Vigneault, VE3VIG 


Radio Amateurs of Canada and the Board of Trustees 
of CARHOF sincerely congratulate Maurice-André 
Vigneault, VE3VIG, on his appointment to the Hall of 
Fame. 


Maurice-André Vigneault, VE3VIG, obtained his Ama- 
teur Radio certification in 1990 following a 38-year 
career in the Canadian Armed Forces where he special- 
ized in radio, radar and in teaching electronics. Subse- 
quently, he went on to serve the Amateur Radio com- 
munity internationally as Canadian delegate to AM- 
SAT and to the ARISS Working Group and as a mem- 
ber of the ARISS School Selection Committee for Can- 
ada and Latin America. 


Nationally, he fostered the art and science of Amateur 
Radio through authorship of over 200 published arti- 
cles and he managed the Amateur Radio Station 
VE3JW at the Canada Museum of Science and Tech- 
nology for 18 years from 1996 to 2014. 


Locally, he was recognized by his peers with club life 
membership and Amateur of the Year awards for his 
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untiring devotion: inspiring school children to consider 
STEM careers by facilitating contacts with astronauts; 
educating the general public on the many aspects and 
social benefits of Amateur Radio at VE3JW during 
Field Days, Lighthouse Lightship Weekends and dur- 
ing multiple activations; mentoring new Amateurs, 
teaching a course on satellite Amateur Radio and facili- 
tating for physically-handicapped Amateurs the enjoy- 
ment of the hobby; and deploying as a volunteer radio 
operator during the North American ice storm of 1998. 


A summary of Maurice-André’s contributions to 
Amateur Radio will be published in an upcoming issue 
of The Canadian Amateur magazine. 


Doug Leach, VE3XK (SK) 


Radio Amateurs of Canada and the Board of Trustees 
of CARHOF are pleased to appoint Doug Leach, 
VE3XK, to the Hall of Fame. Sadly, Doug became a 
Silent Key on January 15, 2020. 


The contributions that Doug Leach, VE3XK (SK), has 
made to Amateur Radio in Canada have been many 
and long lasting. 


As one of the driving forces behind the creation of Ra- 
dio Amateurs of/du Canada, he served as the RAC 
First Vice-President in 1997-98 and was the RAC Di- 
rector for the Ontario North Region from 2001 to 2004. 
He also served as Acting President for three months. 


Doug successfully initiated numerous programs that 
have served to define the organization, including: the 
RAC Affiliated Club Program; the RAC Foundation; 
the RAC Audio-Visual Program; the RAC Liability 
Insurance Program; and the RAC alias email forward- 
ing programs. 


In addition to serving on the RAC Board and Execu- 
tive, Doug was the author and editor of several RAC 
publications and reports including: the RAC Operating 
Manual; the RAC Emergency Coordinator’s Manual; 
the RAC Official Observer’s Guide; the RAC Admin- 
istration Manual; and the RAC Manual for Directors. 


Doug was a member of Radio Amateurs of Canada, the 
American Radio Relay League, the Quarter Century 
Wireless Association, the Straight Key Century Club, 
the PODXS 070 Club, the Ottawa Amateur Radio Club 
and the West Carleton Amateur Radio Club. 


A summary of Doug’s contributions to Amateur Radio 
will be published in an upcoming issue of The Canadi- 
an Amateur magazine.
